Widow and Traveling Man Say 
Former Clubman Grew 
Ill Suddenly, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

OTTAWA, II!., April 9.—Mystery coup- 
led with the story of wild night's orgy, 
surrounds the sudden death here of L. 
H. Jones, wealthy tailor and one-time 
clubman and social favorite. -«- 

He was found dead in his room at the 
Clifton Hotel and with the body were 
his bride of six months and W. F. Me- 
Leon, a traveling salesman, whose home 
is said to be in Minneapolis. On the 
floor of the room, on the tables. and 
even on the bed, were champagne bot- 
ties, some of them empty and othors 
half empty, and half-smeked cigarettes 
were strewn everywhere. 

When Jones’ body was found by phy- 
sicians, who were hastily summoned 
by other guests in the hotel, it is 
charged Mrs. Jones and McLean were 
suffering from the effects of a night's 
orgy and were unable to give a clear 
account of what had happened. 

At the Coroi¢:r’s inquest today Mrs. 
Jones and the traveling salesman testi- 
fied that about 3 o'clock in the morning 
Jones became ill, and in two hours was 
dead. 

Drank Much Champagne. 

They were unable to give any reason 
for the illness, beyond the excessive 
amount of champagne that had been 
drunk and the cigarettes that had been 
smoked. They said a light lunch had 
been ordered about midnight. 

Following the Coroner’s inquest a 
post mortem examination was held by 
Dr. P. J. Clune, Dr. KE. T. Hathaway, 
Dr. E. W. Weise and Dr. E. E. Palmer, 
who declared there was no evidence ot 
Organic disease of any kind. 

Following this report all the internal 
organs were removed, and, together 
with the champagne bottle and several 
glasses that were found on the table 
in the room, were sent to Chicago for 
chemical examination. 

Jones was one of the wealthiest men 
in the town and before his marriage a 
vear ago to Anna Bartels, a milliner, 
was a social] favorite. After his mar- 
riage he was ostracised. A year ago 
Jones and Miss Bartels took a mysteri- 
ous trip to Chicago and it was an- 
nounced that they had been married. 
Jones denied the marriage for six 
months, however, but at the end of 
that time issued a statement in which 
he admitted it and said tne ceremony 
had been performed by Rev. Mr. Lar- 
rabee of Chicago.

District Attorney Jerome, who in the 
early days of the long trial sprang to 
his feet and protested against “these 
attacks on the dead,’’ was not in court 
today while Delmas was speaking, but 
came in for his share of the bitter de- 
nunciation when the counsel for the de- 
fense referred to the fact that Jerome 





had “sneered at Evelyn Nesbit's suh- 
lime renunciation” of Harry Thaw’s 
love. 

When Mr. Delmas arose to resume his | 
argument he told the jury he would 
endeavor to be as brief as possib.e 
in order not to tax their patience and 
to relieve them of their onerous duty 
as speedily as consistent with the re- 
sponsibilities resting upon him. 

‘When I am done,’ said Mr. Delmas, 
“TI shall give the fate of my client into 
your kKands with every confidence.”

The State, Mr. Delmas said, had at- 
tempted to set the scene for the last 
act in the deplorable tragedy upon the 
flimsy basis of an affidavit dictated by

Mr. Delmas quoted briefly from the 
specch of District Attorney Jerome, 
when Abraham H. Hummel! was up for 
sentence. At that time Mr. Jerome 
urged the maximum penalty of the law, 
on the ground that Hummel “‘had been 
a menace to the community for 2 
years.’ 

Of the story Evelyn Nesbit told upon 
the witness stand, Mr. Delmas said: 

“You know, gentlemen of the jury, 
that no human imagination ever invent- 
ed such a story. You know that no ac- 
tor could have stood, as she did, un- 
flinchingly, all the tests known to 
skilled lawyers to elicit the truth, unless 
she was telling the absolute truth, 

“T ghall now proceed,”’ went on Mr. 
Delmas, “in an effort to depict to you 
the effect of this story on the mind af 
Harry K. Thaw. I shall prove this to 
you without using any language of my 
own. I shall tell you the story in Eve 
lyn’s words, the words you heard her 
use on the stand.” 

Reads Evelyn's Testimony. 

Mr. Delmas then read dramatically the 
young woman's story of Thaw's ac- 
tions, when, in Paris in 1903, she told 
him her story—how he walked the floor, 
biting his nails and sobbing. 

He also read that portion of her tes- 
timony In which she said she had re- 
fused Thaw’'s offer of marriage because 
she laved him so much that she would 
not drag him down. 

‘‘Sublime renunctation,” says the 
sneering District Attorney, tn an effort 
to make you believe that this story & 
not true: that it is impossible,”’ went on 
Mr. Dalmas. “But I shall prove to you 
that it is true. I shall prove to you 
beyond the slightest doubt that she did 
refuse him. and refused him for that 
reason alone. Man, it may be, has not 
that great power of renunciation, but in 
the gentler breast of woman do we find 
that great gift of God, and in the breast 
of this little girl existed this greet 
strength that enabled her to put aside 
her one love, when she knew it was 
for the good of the one she loved.

Railroad’s Characteristics, 
Which He Studied. 


Disclosures of the operation of Porto 
Rico's railroad system are made Dy 
James A. Peabody, a rallroad expert 
and statistician for the Santa Fe road, 
who has returned to New York after 
a three months’ investigation on the 
little island. Peabody has done nothing 
all his life but dabble in railroad af- 
fairs. 

He went to Porto Rico at the request 
of Gov. Winthrop,@American executive 
in charge of the island. Porto Ricans 
were kicking about the service given 
by the American Railroad Co., which 
op?rates the system, and the Governor 
wanted unbiased enlightenment.

The Porto Rico railroad system was 
established 20-years ago by Spaniards. 
Later the road was sold to) French cap- 
italists. They never made any profit 
out of it because they had to pay too 
much. Four years ago the American 
Raliroad Co. was organized to operate 
the system. The principal organizer 
was Edward Lauterbach of New York 
City, at-present one of the chief stock- 
holders in the company. 

“The road is about 200 miles long,” 
said Mr. Peabody.

Cars Are Old and Bad. 

“The road makes a half circuit of 
the island, touching all the coast towns.

The writer has not only invented a 
wonderful airship, but also a pump un- 
like any other pump ever conceived in 
which ‘‘there is millions’ for himself 
and his backer, he writes. 

All He Needs Is Money. 

Still another inventor appeals to Sci- 
entific interest and to the patriotic 
generosity of the man with money. He 
Says: C 

“IT have studied long on a derageable 
baloon and at last think I am not far 
from having solved it, but am not able 
to prove my ideas are correct on ac- 
count of the great expenses which are 
ngecessarily connected therewith. I am a 
man of famely and a mechanick and I 
cannot afford to experiment with fly- 
ing machines, but if you or the club you 
represent are willing to hear me to ex- 
plain my Ideas and plan you can order 
— at any time and at your conven- 
ence.”’ 

One writer says that as soon as he 
heard the international balloon race was 
to start from St. Louis he moved from 
New York to this city “account aero- 
nautical engineering proposition.’’”

The story of a murder ee 
has been a mystery was told in detail in 
the Circuit Courtroom at Belleville Tues- | 
day morning by Albert Whiteside, a ne- | 
Bro convict, who said he acted as look - 
out while Charles Allison, white, and | 
Henry Kelly, a negro, killed and robbed 
i’‘nilip Frey, a saloon keeper. 

This murder occurred in February, 
1903, but Allison and Kelly were not ar- 
rested or suspected until about s.X)} 
months ago, when Whiteside made a} 
vontfession after being convicted of the 
murder of another man, William Tisch, 
and sentenced to years in the Penl- 
-entiary, 

Frey conducted a saloon at Rush 
City, a few miles from East St. Louis. 

after he was killed his wite 
and two SOUS Were arrested on suspicion 
of complicity in the murder. The grand 
refused to indict them. No clew 
Was found and it was thought the crime 
would remain unexplained. 
Story of Conspiracy. 

Whiteside, whose confession resulted 
in the arrest of Allison and Kelly, sald 
on the stand that the plot to kill and 
rob Frey was formed several days be- 
fore the murder was committed. On the 
Sunday night of Frey's death, acording 
to Whiteside, the three conspirators met 
in u stall in the old racetrack stables, 
from which Whiteside went to watch 
until the saloon was closed. 

When the saloon lights were put out 
the three men started on their mission. 
Allison and Kelly knocked at the front 
door, Whiteside said, and he remained 
Outside in the shadow. Frey came to 
the door with a lamp im his hand and 
the two men, who asked for drinks, 
were admitted. \,....teside sald he got a 
keg and tried to stand on it and look 
through a window. He could not see 
the interior of the saloon, however, so 
he crent into the hallway. 

Stashed His Throat. 

He says he saw Allisen in front of 
thé bar and Frey behind it, facing each 
other. Kelly was near one end of the 
bar. The latter made a remark that at- 
tracted Frey's attention and he turned 
toward the _ speaker. Then Allison 
reached over and slashed Frey’s throat. 
Kelly ran behind the bar and got the 
money. 

Whiteside said he ran to a saloon 
about three miles distant and later was 
joined there by Kelly. They returned 

together to the Frey saloon and joined 
in the hunt for the murderers. 

Caroline Robinson, wife of a negro 
politician, who lived nezt door to the 
Frey saloon, testified thaa on the night 
of the murder she was at home alone 
and saw a man come into her yard, 
get a keg and stand on it near a Win- 
dow, as Whiteside had said he had 
done. She also héard someone in the 
saloon gasping, she sald, not long after 
the man tried to look in the window. 
She did not investigate, she said, be-

Local Self-Government. 

“Phe subjects of this session have to 
do with government and with the en- 
forcement of the laws, which is the 
main purpose of government among a 
free people. Under our form of govern- 
ment the State is sovereign as to all 
matters except those delegated to the 
national Government. The right of the 
State to self-government should be zeaj-

ously guarded from encroachments ‘of 
the Federal Government bevond the 
powers expressly delegated to it by the 
States. The general government derivse 
its authority wholly from the states. 
and beyond this express grant of au- 
thority and that necessarily implied 
from it, it cannot justly go. The states 
are supreme and limited only by their 
own constitutions and by the powers 
which they have delegated to the gen- 
eral government. The tendency is to 
centralize power in the Federal Govern- 
ment. In this there is danger to our 
Institutions and the integrity and dig- 
nity of the states, so necessary to the 
preservation of the ideas of government 
that were crystallized in the formation 
of the republic. This can _ best he 
checked by the states exercising ther 
rights of self-government in the enact- 
ment of good laws and enforcing thos> 
laws so that they will be obeyed and 
respected. The states that allow their 
self-government to be spread out and 
dissipated among many subdivisions un- 
til it becomes so wenk as to mean but 
little are doling much to ald the plan 
of thoke who argue for a more central- 
ized government at the nation’s capital. 
There is no analogy between the rela- 
tlens of the states to the Federal 
Government and the relations of 
the counties of the State to the 
State government. The counties are 
merely subdivisions of the State. They 
have no lawmaking power except such 
Aas may be delegated to them by the 
State. The sovereignty is vested. not 
in the counties, but in the people of 
the entire State. That government is 
best which allows the largest opportu- 
nity for local government, but the State 
ehould not strip itself of power to en- 
force its sovereignty in every part of 
the commonwealth where the local offi- 
clals fail to uphold it. There Is quite a 
difference in giving each locality power 
to enforce the laws of the State, and 
in delegating to each locality the right 
to say whether the laws of the State 
shall he enforced or not. The first its 
local government; the second Is local 
option as to obeying the laws of the 
State. The logic of those who urge the 
right of self-covernment in the counties 
to the extent that would embrace local 
option as to obeving the laws, carried 
farther, would give each township in 
each county the same privilege; and 
then each man in each township upon 
the same reasoning would become the 
sole arbiter as to what laws of the 
State he will observe and what laws he 
will not observe. Eventually there would 
be no local self-government and no local 
government of any kind. There would 
be anarchy in place of law. 
What State Could Do. 

“What is self-government? Is it 
that law-breakers in localities who 
openly are permitted to defy the laws 
of the State ahould not be Interfered 
with by the State? This Is local nul- 
ification: it is not self-government. 
The right of local self-government ts, 
the right of a locality to enforce the 
State laws through ite local offictals. 
But when these officials cannot or 
will not enforce the lawe there is no 
longer loca) self-government.

law. It is claimed that this would sub- 
ject any local official in the State to 
the danger of being tried for neglect of 
duty, and that therefore such a law 
Should not be passed. On the same rea- 
soning the law against murder should 
be repealed, for so long as it is on the 
Statute books every citizen of the Staie 
is liable to be tried for murder. On 
the same theory the larceny statute 
is a serious reflection on everyone in 
the State and should be wiped out. The 
removal law would not affect those of- 
ficials who do their duty any more 
than the murder statutes affect those 
who do not kill or the larceny statute 
those who do not steal. 

“The torty-third General 
enacted v law to prevent racetrack 
gambling. This evil had grown to 
alarming proportions and kent a con- 
Stant stream of young men on their 
way to the Penitentiary as embezzlers 
and thieves. After the law was enact- 
ea some of the gamblers attempted to 
defy it and run in disregard of the au- 
thority of the State. The law was en- 
forced by State authority ‘over the 
heads of the local officials and race- 
track gambling suppressed. 

Asks Racing Amcndment. 
_“Spme time last year the Supreme 
Court declared the act of the forty- 
third. General Assembly did not apply 
to bookmakers telephoning their bets 
out of the State to be registered. This 
rufing, as 1 pointed out to you at the 
regular session, practically nullifies the 
Statute, as each bookmaker under it 
needs only to add a telephone to his 
other paraphernalia running to East St. 
Louis. Ill., or Kansas City, Kan., to de- 
feat the law. lL, recommend to you the 
enactment of a statute making it a 
felony to register a bet upon a horse- 
race, either on a blackboard or other 
substance, or to telephone a bet on a 
horserace to any other State to be reg- 
istered there, or to telegraph a bet for 
such purpose, or to use any instrument 
or device to accomplish the registration 
of bets. This statute was passed, but 
the emergency clause was overlooked, 
so that it will not go into effect until 
June 14 of this year. Within a few 
hours after the adjournment of the 
regular session the racetrack gamblers 
announced that the racetracks would 
be opened and gambling on races per- 
mitted this spring. Their preparations 
to reap a crooked harvest were checked 
by the call for this special session, 
which included this subject. If this 
session should not put the racetrack 
gambling law into effect at once these 
gamblers will no doubt open up as soon 
as an adjournment takes place and run 
until the act recently passed becomes a 
law. This would give them from one to 
two months gambling and great injury 
to the public morals may be done in 
that time. I recommend that you add 
an emergency clause to your_recent en- 
actment on this subject, and thus put 
an end to this form of gambling which 
is so degrading and corrupting.

“There are things local in their na- 
ture that the State should not have 
anything to do with and should leave 
entirely to the localities, The amount 
of taxes to be levied in a county for 
road purposes; the building of a 
courthouse; the location of a county 
seat—-these are illustrations of the 
things that concern the people of the 
county alone and do not affect the 
people of the entire State. With 
banks or saloons, for instance, the 
Situation is entirely- different. If a 
bank fails the whole State feels the 
loss. If saloons become lawless the 
crimes they create concern the State 
at large; the State pays fer prosecut- 
ing the crimes; the State keeps the 
criminals in the Penitentiary; the! 
State cares for the insane and feeble- | 
minded—pboth somctimes the fruits of 
unregulated saloons. 


Public Utilittles, 


“One of the subjects, local in its na- 
ture, is that of rates charged by public 
utilities. In furtherance of the princi- 
pal of locai self-government, I believe 
that the municipalities of the State 
should have power to fix reasonnrble 
rates to be charged bv public se:Qice 
corporations. The eorporation is a six- 
ture in our modern life. It is entitled} 
to fair treatment the same as individ- 
uals; no more, and no less. But it 
should be required to treat the people 
fairly. With the enormous growth of 
public service corporations, controlling 
monopolies, it has become necessary for | 
some governmental agency to regulate 
their charges in order to prevent extor- 
tion from the public. This should be 
done, not with a view of injuring the 
corporations. controlling such monopo- 
lies, but merely to secure justice to the 
public. ‘It is not corporations about 
which the people have a right to com- 
plain, but the abuse of power on the 
part of corporations. There is no neces- | 
sity for regulating the charges of indi- 
viduals or corporations that engage in 
ordinary lines of business open to com- 
petition. The rule of competition fixes. 
their charges upon a reasonable basis. 
Where a corporation has a monopoly, 
however, the public must either pay the 
rate fixed or do without the utility. In 
such instances the law should. step in 
and supply the regulation that ordinar'- 
ly is done by competition. It is trust- 
ing human nature too far to expect fair 
treatment and low rates when neither 
competition nor law compels it. No 
more important question has ever been 
before the Missouri General Assembly 
than this. These rates affect largely 
every man, woman and child in every 
city, town and village in the State. Rall- 
road rates, both passenger and freight, 
have been put upon a reasonable basis— 
that is, laws have been pased to that 
end-—~but there is no check to the rates 
now charged by other public utility cor- 
porations, except the benevolence of the 
operators of such corporations. Expert 
ence teaches it is not prudent to trust 
the generosity of the owner of a monop- 
oly.

What Governor Tells 
the Special Session.

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lar. The public conscience has now 
heen quickened; bribery is now regard- 
ed as a crime. While there will alwavs 
be individual and clandestine instances 
of corruption, organized and open brib- 
ery is a thing of the past, in this State 
at least. Municipal assemblies can be 
made just as honest as any other leg- 
islative body. Giving power to regulate 
rates, instead of tending to make such 
assemblies mere corrupt, would, |] think 
have a tendency to make them more 
honest.. The fixing of rates does not 
give the opportunity for corruption as 
the granting of franchises. and cities 
already have that pewer. The value of 
a franchise is something so indefinite 
that it is difficult for the people to 
know when they are Obtaining value 
received.

The municipal- 
ities of the State are now given the 
power to create a monopoly, but they 
have no vower to reeulate the mono- 
poly after it is created.

In justice 
they should be given that control, and 
I recommend the passage of an act to 
that end, conferring full power on mn- 
nicipalities in this respect. Such an act 
would give relief to those-who now snf- 
fer from the oppression of public utility 
monopolies. Tt would enlarge the scone 
of Jecal legislative pnower, and make 
the office of alderman one of more dig- 
nitv and responsibilitv. The people of 
evch city would become wholly respon- 
sible for their legislative government.

sources. They would have to fight their 
ywn battles, settle thelr own problemg. 
and succeed or fail on their own merits. 
More Democracy for Police. 

“Better government in municipalties 
I believe, not in the direction of 
democracy, but in more democ- 
racy. I belleve the municipalities of 
the State that now have the metrepol- 
itan police system should have the 
option of controlling their own police. 
They should be given the right to 
adopt the municipal system whenever 
a majerity of the voters ef such city 
in any special or regular election § so 
decide. They should be authorized to 
provide for the appointment of pelice 
commissioners by the Mayor or in any 
other manner that they may see fit. 
In order, however, that the State may 
protect the sovereignty in case things 
should go Wrong locally, the commis- 
sioners should be subject to reméval 
by some State authority. This would 
be carrying out the idea of the people 
of each locality selecting their own of- 
ficlals, whose jurisdictions are limited 
to that locality and the preserving of 
the State’s right to protect its sov- 
ereignty and majntain its peace and 
dignity—the tdea of local self-govern- 
ment and State sovereignty. 

“tf in the exercise of the right of 
eolf-government the people of-the State 
enact laws to apply all over the State. 
anil the officials of any county ere 
permitted to nullify thoge laws, the 
self-government of the State becomes 
a fiction. There should be some rem- 
edy when officials of any locality de- 
liberately refuse to enforce the State 
laws. That there are a number of lo- 
a) officials who willfully refuse to on- 
force the dramshop laws and gambling 
faws is a matter of general knowledge. 
The present Statutes afford a very in- 
effective remedy for removal of county 
officials by proceedings brought by 
the Prosecuting Attorney, There {ts no 
remedy at all when the Prosecuting At- 
trorney neglects his duly. Proper red 
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For Municipal Regulation. 


“As to how these rates should be reg- 
ulated there is a difference of opinion. 
Some advocate a State commission with 
full power to fix rates and enforce its 
orders as the proper solution. On the 
other hand, it is insisted that a com- 
mission having jurisdiction over the 
rates of so many millions of dolars of 
corporate wealth might abuse its pow- 
ers. While I do not think this evil 
would result from a commission, and 
would sign a proper bill along that line, 
[ believe the better plan is to allow 
each municipality to regulate the rates 
of the public utility corporations oper- 
ating in such municipality. The act en- 
abling municipalites to do this should 
define the limits of the power as the 
Constitution defines the Iimits of the 
legislative power of the State. The rates 
fixed should be upon the basis of the 
actual value of the property and should 
afford a reasonable return upon such 
valuation. It has been the practice of 
public utility corporations to  tssue 
bonds and stocks two or three times 
a8 great as the amount actually in- 
vested and to charge the people rates 
to pay dividends upon these inflated 
values. This is manifestly unfair and 
unjust. 

“The result of giving municipalities 
the right to fix reasonable rates based 
upon the actual amount invested or the 
actual value of the property should be 
to eliminate these fictitious values and 
to squeeze out the water from the 
stock. In order that the rates be not 
changed too frequently, resulting in 
disturbances of business conditions, the 
rates should not be permitted to be 
altered oftener than each 12 months. 
It has been said that cities and towns 
should not be given the power to reg- 
ulate these rates. Why not? If a city 
is good enough for a monopoly to op- 
erate in and make money in, it ought 
to be good enough to regulate’ the 
i rates to be charged the public by that 
monopoly. It is insisted that municipal! 
bodies are corrupt, and the law giving 
the right to them to fix rates would 
compel corporate managers to bribe 
them. That there was a time when the 
St. Louls Municipal Assembly was 
honeycombed with corruption is true, 
but that was at the time when bribery 
was the common and accepted thing 
all over the land. Men would give 
bribes and laugh about it; men would 
take bribes and boast of it. The enor- 
mity of the offense was not then re- 
alized and the conactence of the peo- 
Ple was asleep. In the old days, when, 
men ruled through bribery, not only 
the municipal assembiles were corrupt, 
but State legis'atures were by no means 
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lies, 
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and no one would, I think, advocate 
the abolition of that office without pro- 
viding something equally as good in its 
place. The measure proposed would not 
interefere with local control. County 
dramshop licenses and municipal dram- 
shop licenses would continue to be is- 
eued and revoked as at present, and 
by the same authorities. The excise 
law suggested provides for a State 
license only. There is no State license 
under the present statutes. The Excise 
Commissioner would have jurisdiction 
only over the State Heense and would 
have nothing to do with the county or 
municipal licenses. In order to insure 
thorough local control the State license 
should be issued only after the county 
eourt has approved the application for 
a county license. Tue excise commis- 
sioner would thus have no power out- 
side of the large cities where the ap- 
proval of the county court is not re- 
quired, to put @€ man in business or to 
keep a man out of business. Either 
the county court could put the dram- 
shop keeper out of business by revok- 
ing his county license, or the excise 
commissioner could revoke his State 
license In the event local control should 
fail.

drought. Objection has bean made that 
a State Excise Commissioner might 
bulld up a saloon machine. That would | 
be impossible, fdr the county courts 
could revoke the county Hcense of a 
dramshop keeper should the Excise 
Commissioner attempt to indulge him 
in lawlessness. Twod-thirds of the sa- 
loons of the State are now and have 
been for years in control of the Gov- | 
ernor’s appointees in the three large 
cities of the State. No one can truth- 
fully say that there is now any ma- 
chine of the saloons made by that con- 
trol or that the Governor has used 
his power in that respect for his per- 
sonal or political ends tn any way. Un- 
der the proposed law the Governor 
could not build a machine out of the 
excise power If he wanted to. Absolute 
local control is provided for. As long 
as there is local control of saloons in 
any county there will be nothing for 
the Excise Commissioner to do there. 
It is only when there is no loca] control 
that he comes in. Where there is local 
self-government of saloons the Excise 
Commissioner would not be called upon. 
There are some who object to the idea 
of a State Excise Commissioner on the 
ground of one-man power. The Excise 
Commissioner's power is limited by the 
county courts and the circuit courts. 
and to be used in connection with the 
local authorities. He would not have 
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ing Commissioner, with the absolute 
control of all the banks in the State, 
and no one claimed that the banking 
bureau law created a one-man power. 
Such power as the Excise Commissioner 
would have would be for the enforce- 
ment of law. If a one-man power is 
needed to correct lawlessness would it 
not be better to have one-man power 
to enforce the law than to tolerate 
the saloon power to disobey the law. 

“There is far less danger in official 
power to execute the laws than there 
is on the saloon power to defy the laws 
with impunity. . Those who concern 
themselves lest some man be given too 
much power to compel obedience to the 
statutes of the State relating to saloons 
do not seem to be at all disturbed when 
other lines of business are proposed to 
be controlled through State authority. It 
is not suggested that the State take ab- 
solute control of all the saloons of the 
State. It is best, as,the proposed meas- 
ure does, to leave’ the contro! locally 
and-allow the law to be enforced by lo- 
cal dfficials if they will do thfs;: but i: 
they will not, then the State protects 
its laws from violence. The excise law, 
instead of interfering with local self- 
sovernment, restores it where it has 
been superseded by saloon sovereignty. 

“This measure is not unprecedented. 
It is not revolutionary. It {s in accord 
with the well-established policy of the 
State for half a century as to interests 
affecting the general public. To illus- 
trate: When a child is born he is un- 
der the care of a doctor controlled 
by the State Board of Health. The niilk 
and butter that he eats and drinks are 
under the control of the State Dairy 
Commissioner. Later on, the dentist that 
fixes his teeth is under the control of 
the State Dental Board. The teacher 
that instructs him ts licensed by the 
State Super dent of Schools,: who 
may revo ense. The pharmacist 
from wh obtains his medicine 
is regulate’ by the State Board of 
Pharmacy. The barber that shaves him 
is regulated by the State Barber Board; 
the insurance company in which he in- 
sures is regulated bythe State Insur- 
ance Department; his mines, if he ac- 
quires any, are regulated by the State } 
Mining Bureau; the tailroad’on which 
he travels is regulated by the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners; the 
birds that he hunts are looked after 
by the State Game Warden; the fish 
that he eatches are propagated by the 
State Fish Commission; his horses, if 
he has any, are subject to the State 
Veterinary Board; his factories are 
regulated by the State Factory Inspect- 
or: the bank where he deposits his 
monev is controlled by the State Bank- 
ing Department; the corporation § in 
which he may have stock is regulated 
by the Secretary of State; the building 
and loan association in which he may 
invest is regulated by the Building and 
Loan Supervisor: his bee hives are reg- 
ulated by the State Inspector of Apl- 
aries: the osteopath who treats him is 
regulated by the State Board of Osteop- 
athy; if he makes his will the lawyer 
who writes it is licensed by the State 
Board of Law Examiners, and when 
he dies he is buried by an undertaker 
regulated by the State Board of Em- 
balmers. But if during life he visits 
a saloon open on Sunday, contrary to 
law, he finds that this fis the only 
business affecting public morals that 
the State does not regulate, because 
someone says it will interfere with lo- 
cal self-government. What inconsist- 
ency! 

The State Control Law. 


‘Why is it that the plea of local 
self-government was not set up 
against the State regulating the 

mines, the railroads, the insurance 
companies, the banks, the dentists, 
the barbers. the bee hives? It is only 
when the saloons and gambling inter- 
ests are sought to be brought within 
the law that local self-government is 
invoked. At the regular session of 
this Assembly laws were enacted 
placing all the banks of this State 
under the control of a banking com- 
missioner: putting the bee hives un- 
der the State Inspector of Aplaries; 
plactne the roads under the supervi- 
sion of the State Hiehway Eneineer; 
providine for a State Game Warden 
to enforce the laws to protect the 
hirds of the air and the fish that 
swim in the water: providing for 
State control for the welghinge of 
Train in all nublie warehouses: mak- 
ing food-stuffs subject to the Inspec- 
tion of the State Food Commissioner. 
There was nothing heard about self- 
government when these were being 
considered. But when {ft is urged that 
the State have some authority to en- 
force its laws against the Maquor in- 
situation in the minds of 
same Pssumes a different asnect. and 
the ery of self-zovernment ts raised, 
aithourh real self-government ts in 
no way affected hy the excise Iaw. 
Why should there be so much atrain- 
inw at the excise law, when all there 
other. State control measures have 
heen swallowed so ensilv? Fither all 
of these thinrs should be left entirely 
to the regulation of the localities or 
the saloons that need regulation more 
than all there should likewise be 
regulated. One cannot consistently in- 
dorse the State contro} of these. and 
then deny the right of the State to 
regulate saloons on the plea of self- 
government. 

“There ia just as much self-govern- 
ment In a locality regulating a bank 
a saloon. Local self-covernment of the 
kind that attacks thie measure is not 
often heerd of unless saloon soverigntY 
or gambling sovereignty is threatened 
by the assertion of State sovereignty. 
We hear nothing of local self-govern- 
ment when banks, railroads and mines 
are regulated by the State Rut it be- 
comes frantic when lawless saloons are 
sought to be controlled even remotely. 
The saloons and gambling interests 
cloak themeelves in  self-covernment 
and insist that the State has no fight 
to step In and make them obey the law. 
Of course. the State has done thi« verv 
thing as to all other interests. But in 
each of these cases the State has exer 
cised the right without question. No 
lawless elements were Involved. If the

lence of 1349 reduced the number of la- 


_ porers, those who survived demanded 
better pay for their work, but the en- 
actments that were passed provided 
that carters, plowmen and other agri- 
‘cultural servants be content with the 
previous rate of liveries and wages and 
that they should continue to be paid in 


kind wherever that method of payment | 


had been customary. They were not to 
hire for a day, but for a fixed period, 
as a year; the rates of wages were 
_ fixed by law and all hiring was to be 
in public. 

In 1863 acts were passed by the Bng- 
lish Parliament to compel the clothiers 
to make and sel] all garments at cer 
tain rates and to have in the garments 
cloth of a certain grade. In 1400 what 
might be called the “City Workers’ 
Union” secured the enactment of laws 
to prevent those who had passed lJ 
years of their life upon the farm from 
seeking or accepting employment in 
their oities. The people from the coun- 
try very easily evaded the law by tak- 
ing their children to the city before 
they were 12 years of, age. 

In 1726, at hgster, the law was 
passed that when workmen conspired to 
raise wages should, on the third 
offense, be to stand in the pillory 
and to lose an ear. 

Until the advent of the factory sys- 
tem there was practically no need of a 
unlon of the workers against the mas- 
ters. In the old guild the master 
worked side by side with the men and 
both were pitted against the communi- 
ty at large, so that as long as the gulid 
was in a prosperous condition there was 
little occasion for internal dissension. 
With the increased circulation of money 
and the building of large factories, 
which were under the charge of fore- 
men, the master no longer worked with 
the men, and, not knowing them, soon 
lost interest in their welfare, caring 
only for the profits. Masters conspired 
together to keep down the rates of 
wages and the men combined their 
forces to oppose the masters. Many 
acts were passed restraining one or the 
other, but it was not until 1824 that the 
- English Legislature repealed the old en- 
actments and legalized the union of 
masters or men so long as force was not 
used against those who would not join 
them. In 182% it was declared legal for 
combinations of men to attempt to set- 
tle the rates of wages and the hours of 
labor, and illegal all such as aimed at 

r methods of controlling employers 
the use of capital or in process of 
manufacture. 


Previous to 1800 there were only four 


strikes recorded in the United States. 
This would indicate that workers were 
on the whole treated tn such a way that

The tailors established 
a trades union as early as 1806, being 
influenced by the journeymen who came 
from England. There were like organ- 
izations of the hatters in 1819; and the 
shipwrights and calkers’ established 
their order in 1822, under the name of 
the “Columbian Charitable Society of 
Shipwrights and Calkers of Boston and 
Charlestown,’’ and in 1823 the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts granted them a 
charter. 

The “New Yerk Society of Journey- 
men Shipwrights’’ was incorporated in 





the city of New York, April 3, 1893; 
while another society known as the 
“‘House Carpenters of the City of New 
York,’’ was created in 1806. 

From 1825 to 1850 there were many 
reform movements and among other 
things may be mentioned the estab- 
lishment of the Workingman’s Advo- 
cate in 1825. A “Workingman’s Con- 
vention” was held at Syracuse, N. Y., 
in 1830, and nominated Ezekiel WiI- 
liams for Governor. In 1881 a great 
convention was held in Boston on 
Feb. 16. Many questions of interest 
were discussed by men of great abil- 
ity and the attempt was made to 
bring the men into closer relations 
with each other. The “General Trades 
Unions of the City of New York” held 
the following year, attempted to bring 
all the workingmen under one lead- 
ership. The employers also took an 
active interest {n the labor conditions 
and on May 15, 1832, the merchants 
and ship owners met to discounte- 
nance and to check the unlawful com- 
binations formed to control the free- 
dom of individuals as to the hours of 
labor and to thwart and«aembarass 
those by whom they are employed and 
liberally paid. The representatives of 
106\ firms signed an agreement refus- 
ing to employ union labor. 

Labor in the United States is wel] 
organized at the present time, follow- 
ing the early attempts which were 
kept up without intermission.

The first two are 
based upon the idea that men who 
think alike and do the same work 
should be united. The second attempts 
to embrace all workers regardless of 
the vocation. The Knights of Labor 
date from Thanksgiving day, 1869, 
when the order was organized in Phil- 
adelphia. The youngest organization 
is that of the American Railway 
Union, organized tn Chicago, June 20, 
1893, from the various unions com- 
posed of white railway workmen. The 
earliest of these unions dates from 
Aug. 17, 1868, when the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers started as 
the “Brotherhood of the Footboard,” 
at Detroit, soon followed by similar or- 
ganizations in other parts of the 
work. 

The greatest organization is that of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
which is composed of 119 national and 
international unions, which represent 
about twenty-seven thousand local 
unions, 37 State branches and 538 city 
central unions. The total membership 
is nearly two million. 

By act of Congress, 1886, trades unions 
were officially recognized. The term 
signifies any association of workingmen 
having two or more branchés in the 
states or territories for the purpose of 
aiding its members to become more 
skillful and efficient workers, the eleva- 
tion of thelr character, the regulation 
of their wages and hours of labor, the 
protection of their individual rights in 
the prosecution of their trade or trades 
or for such other objects for which the 
working people may lawfully combine 
having in view their mutual protection 
and benefit. After filing articles of in- 
corporation in the office of the Record- 
er of the District of Columbia they 
shall have the right to sue and to be 
sued, to grant and receive in its cor- 
porate or technical name property, real, 
personal or mixed, and to use it for 
objects defined in its charter; provided 
each union may hold only so much real 
estate as may be required for the im- 
mediate purpose of its incorporation. 
Branches and subunions may be estab- 
lished in any State or Territory by a 
regularly incorporated trades union,
